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GOVERNMENT SUSTAINED 

BY a majority of thirty the Labour Government of the McGill 
Mock Parh'ament >vas sustained last nigrht on its bill that 
: "Military training be abolished in the educational institutions of 
: this country." There appeared to be three outstanding con- 
clusions from the proceedings of the debate, namely, that the 
Mock Parliament is proving a more popular method oi procedure 
than the Oxford Union style; that there are many more fresh- 
men who arc taking part in this method than in the other; and 
that students are not intimidated by the appearance of military 
forces. 

The method of parliamentary procedure rather than that of 
the Oxford style seems to have its roots in the fact that in an 
atmosphere where it is not necessary to be an exceedingly fluent 
spèaker everj-one feels that his voice will not be lost and that he 
vdll be able to influence the voters. But far greater than this is 
the known fact that even if his voice has not been heard he may 
_ at least cast his vote in decisive manner. 

From this comes the corollary that being given an oppor- 
i tunity to speak the freshman, or newcomer, will exercise his 
V right, knowing that the audience will appreciate his efforts. It 
i was distinctly noticeable last night that there were speakers who 
' held the floor for their five minutes who had not appeared in 
that capacity before. We believe it to be the aim and object of 
i the Debating Union Society to develope speakers. With the pro- 
cedure which they are pursuing we feel that they will achieve 
their aim far Breaker than by the Oxford method. True we wish 
"to develop polishid and "fluent speakers but after the 'dearth of 
the last few years we must develop speakers first. The material 
which is finding its feet in class debates and otherwise is find- 
ing its feet more ably in the Mock Parliaments. 

Lastly with regard to intimidation we feel that thé' Opposi- 
tion lost more than it gained in numbers by the noisy entry of 
the members of the McGill C.O.T.C. Their entry was received 
with mingled iioisy comment and almost immediately some mem- 
bers who had up to that time allied themselves with the Opposi- 
tion benches crossed the House and linked up with the Govern- 
ment. At the division the door to the lobby which counted in 
favour of the Government was picketed by these same Kliaki- 
clad members. We have, we hope, and the voting seems to give 
support to the statement, risen above those days when we were 
intimidated by militaristic display. 



HOW WE STUDY 

WE were not surprised when an undergraduate recently told 
us that we could never settle down to study without 
smoking a pipe. This is too common a phenomerjom to call forth 
comment. When another student told us, however, that he could 
not concentrate without twiddling a certain button on his vest 
and still another informed us that real hard study was impossible 
^^^vithout a liberal supply of biscuits and chocolate we began to 
give the matter of studying serious consideration. 

The thought of studying is so unpalatable to most students 
tliat they usually provide themselves with some sort of food for 
the body before undertaking the more serious task of supplying 
food for the thoughts. While studying students chew everything 
from pens and pencils and pipes to the raoi'e sustaining foods 
, such as bread and jam. It seems that to apply the mii^^^tudy- 
an£: the student must do something to take his mind off the 
monotony of his work. 

Smoking is the occupation most indulged in by the would- 
be studious. We are inclined to wonder what students did before 
smoking was introduced to mankind. Twiddling buttons on their 
vest is another favourite indoor sport of studenls. We can also 
imagine a time when both vests and buttons were things un- 
thought of by the general run of college men— that is if colleges 
existed at the time. If memory .serves us x-igbt, food was also 
scarce, at any rate among students, in those days. Food, there- 
fore, as an ai^ to study, was unthinkable. How then did the 
studious study in those times? Pcrliaps they did not— -perhaps 
thp gener^ lack of everything accounts for the fact that these 
ages were in reality the Dark Ages. 

The hold v/hich liabit has on our .studies cannot be over- 
efltimatcd. If we once fall into the rut of doing something else 
while we are studying we are very likely I9 ^eep it up and 
eventually find tha,t we cannot concentrate without the aid of the 
means we usually employ. 

If we c}o npt take care we arc liable to find ourselves in the 
position of the button -twiddler -whoso rival moved the third 
button from his vest just l)efore un important examination. The 
result was the button-tv/iddler, failing to find his button, failed
